2.  The  Galleries  have  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  de- 
scribe correctly  the  property  to  be  sold,  but  they  do  not  warrant  the 
correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of 
said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale, 
all  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  as  a whole  and  as  numbered  in  the 
catalogue. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer. 
In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in 
his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision 
shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in 
dispute.

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FOREWORD 


Prominent  among  the  surprisingly  few  supporters  of  living  American 
artists,  H.  Leonard  Simmons  has  for  thirty-eight  years  collected  oils, 
pastels  and  water  colors,  buying  both  from  the  painter  and  from  the 
gallery  which  exhibits  his  work.  The  abundance  thus  assembled  has 
made  it  desirable  to  dispose  of  a part  of  the  collection.  The  scope 
of  the  group  now  offered  for  sale  indicates  in  several  ways  that  Mr. 
Simmons’  collecting  covered  a broad  field  characterized  by  originality 
and  a just  proportion  of  critical  ability. 

For  example,  the  gay  fantasies  of  Lawrence  Lebduska  with  their 
pink  horses  and  flower-dotted  fields  are  represented  as  well  as  the 
more  serious  art  of  Brackman,  whose  fine  portrait  quality  is  well 
exhibited  in  the  “Self-Portrait”  and  “Dicky,  The  Boy  with  the 
Green  Apple”,  and  whose  delicate  flesh  tones  lend  rare  beauty  to 
his  nudes  in  “After  the  Bath”.  The  power  and  variety  of  Corbino, 
whose  strong  “Head  of  Christ”  is  offered  along  with  the  charming 
“Young  Girl  with  Servant”,  are  in  contrast  to  the  cool,  decorative 
flower  studies  of  Stry. 

The  canvases  by  Philipp  are  important,  the  more  noteworthy  ones 
being  “Reverie”  with  its  warm  appeal,  and  “In  a Cafe”.  The  mural 
quality  of  Guy  MacCoy’s  landscapes  are  admirable  examples  of  his 
work.  The  oriental  atmosphere  of  Pushman  is  well  represented,  and 
with  the  delicate  charm  of  Kerham  only  serves  to  emphasize  the 
naturalness  of  the  verdant  landscapes  and  lively  interiors  of  Bierhals 
and  the  foaming  seascapes  of  Gechtoff. 

Outstanding  among  the  many  others  are  fine  examples  by  Sophie 
Brannan,  Louis  Bosa,  Paul  Moro  and  Michael  Rosenthal. 

It  should  be  unnecessary  to  say  anything  of  such  universally  admired 
and  generally  understood  painters  as  Duveneck,  who  is  represented  by 
a fine  small  head,  and  George  Luks  whose  “Man  with  Monocle”  is 
typical.  In  this  earlier  group  we  also  have  a sensitive  portrait  of  an 
old  lady  seated  in  an  armchair  by  Robert  Reid  and  a typical  buffalo 
prairie  scene  by  Russell.
